Earnings Would Be Increased 
$1.75 a Day by Longer Day 
and Travel Pay. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
The United Mine Workers and the 
Illinois Coal Operators’ Association 
announced today they had signed a 
new agreement which would in- 
crease the earnings of underground 
workers an average of $1.75 — day 
for a five-day week.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23 (AP) 
—Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt arrived 
here today after a tour of New 
Zealand and Australia, and said 
she was particularly eager to visit 
her son, Lt. Col. James Roosevelt.

' WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—It was 
taken for granted here today that 
President Roosevelt would shortly 
order the transfer of Gen. George 
C. Marshall to command a major 
invasion in Western Europe. 

It appeared probable that Mar- 
shall would retain the title of Chief 
of Staff, leaving in his place an 
acting chief who, it is conjectured, 
will be Marshall's deputy, Lt. Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney. 

Reports of Marshall’s transfer 


touched off one of the most ex- 
traordinary~ controversies in the 
history of this troubled wartime 
administration. It was not that 
anyone opposed Marshall. Far 
from it. Each faction believed he 
was indispensable. 

One group, including top military 
and naval men, would keep him 
here, feeling that his transfer 
would upset working relationships 
long tested and tried. Another 
group believes he is indispensable 
as leader of the major attack on 
Europe. Seldom has such a spon- 
taneous tribute been paid to any 
man,

He Didn’t Hear 


Germans Because 
Order to Retreat 


David Woody, Memphis’ veteran 
soldier who says he personally 
knocked out “wave after wave” of 
German infantrymen in the Tuni- 
sian campaign, asserted yesterday 
that the exploit resulted from his 
failure to hear an order to retreat. 

Wearer of the Silver Star for 
his heroic job, Woody said his of- 
ficer credited him with killing at 
least 200 Germans during two 
hours of bitter fighting near Med- 
jed-el-Bab. The War Department 
cited him for firing “with such ac- 
curacy that he knocked out two 
enemy mortars and inflicted severe 
casualties upon wave after wave of 
enemy infantrymen attacking his 
position.” 

‘Woody explained his achievement 
by saying simply that his machine 
gun, protected by several riflemen, 
was covering a ridge over which 
the Germans charged. “I couldn't 
count them, but it looked like 
thousands to me,” he said. “Every 
time they showed up over the ridge 
I let them have it.” 
* Woody said that when his outfit 
was ready to retreat “they sent 
word up, but apparently in the 
noise of firing I never’ heard it.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
Gen. Henri Giraud, French com- 
mander-in-chief, who has just re- 
turned by plane from a two-day 
visit to Corsica, predicted today 
that all Germans on the island 
would be ousted or killed in “from 
10 to 15 days” by French and 
American troops now advancing up 
the east coast. 


Gen. Rene Chambe, Giraud 
spokesman, in relating details of 
the French commander's visit to 
the island, said the attack had 
been prepared for six months and 
that 10,000 Corsicans had been 


armed with tommyguns dropped by 
parachute or taken in by subma- 
rine since last February. 

Eighty thousand Italians on the 
island were taking orders from the 
French, he added, but only a hand- 
ful were fighting the Germans. 

“We have put them to’work re- 
building roads and bridges that 
were blown up, and they must 
leave Corsica as soon as trangpor- 
tation can be arranged,” Chambe 
said at a press conference. 

The Italians are not prisoners, 
he said, but under strict control 
while disposition of their arms 
awaited the orders of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 

Henri Bonnet, minister of Infor- 
mation for the French Committee 
of National Liberation, said yester- 
day that a prompt house cleaning 
of Vichy-appointed collaborationist 
officials followed the’ uprising of 
the Corsicans against the Nazis and 
that Corsica’s new military gover- 
nor, Gen. Mollard, and its prefect, 
Charles Luizet, both appointed by 
the committee, received a tumultu- 
ous welcome at the Ajaccio docks 
Sept. 14.

“Preliminary reports show that a 
highly concentrated attack was 
completed in 30 minutes, leaving 
very large fires with smoke rising 
to a great height,” a ministry 
communique said.

EDEN SAYS U. 5. 
BRITAIN, RUSSIA 
HAVE CHANCE FOR 
LASTING AGCORD 


Rebukes Critics of Lon- 
don's Dealings With 
Moscow, Asserts Confi- 
dence Can’t Be Created 
by One Side Alone.

LONDON, Sept. 23 (AP).—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden said | 
yesterday that within the next few 
months Britain, the United States 
and Russia would have an oppor- 
tunity to reach a lasting under- 
standing of such a nature that 
“even the horros of this war will 
not have been in vain.” 

Winding up a two-day war de- 
bate in the House of Commons, he 
rebuked critics of Britain’s deal- 
ings with Russia and declared that 
confidence could not be created by 
one side alone. He repudiated any 
allegations that AMG—the Allied 
Military Government for Occupied 
Territory—had maintained Fascist 
officials in office. 

He said Britain did not intend 
to annex Sicily, and he said that 
the sooner that island could be 
turned over to an Italian adminis- 
tration the better. Eden said he 
wanted to see in Italy itself a 
government “as broadly based as 
possible, including all elements and 
all parties which were not Fascist 
in character.” 

In friendly Allied territory, he 
said, “it is our intention at the 
very earliest possible moment after 
landing that the administration 
shall be turned to the friendly lib- 
erated country with whom we are 
in relation or to some authority 
representing that country.” 

Favors Closest Collaboration. 

Eden voiced great optimism 
about the forthcoming tripartite 
conferences and was especially 
caustic in replying to critics of the 
Government’s dealings with Russia. 

“Members have urged upon us 
that we should seek the closest 
collaboration with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment,” he said. 

“I agree absolutely and entirely. 
That is our policy and we shall 
persist in it...” he said, adding: 

“.. . I have surveyed as hon- 
estly and impartially as I can the 
work that we have sought to do

The Foreign Secretary declared 
that, if the two countries were to 
understand one another, “we must 
be frank with one another,” and 
he added, “There is too much his- 
tory of past misunderstanding to 
pretend that differences do not 
exist if in fact they do exist. 

“Sometimes our Russian friends 
gay to us, and frequently,” he con- 
tinued, “that we do not under- 
stand their point of view. 

“On these occasions they express 
themselves clearly, even forcibly. 
I make no complaint’ about that, 
but there are occasions also when 
we feel that they do not understand 
our point of view, and I believe it 
to be in the ultimate interests of 
our good relations that we should 
speak out on these occasions.” 

As an example, Eden cited an 
article in the Soviet newspaper 
War and the Working Classes 
which said that in the first stages 
of the present war a wide mass of 
English workers maintained a 
more or less critical waiting atti- 
tude toward the war, but when 
Hitler invaded Russia, English 
workers began to support the war 
effort, placing in the forefront the 
war against Germany and its ac- 
complices. 

The Foreign Secretary pointed 
out that “these publications do not 
appear in Soviet Russia if they 
run strongly counter to the views. 
of the Government.” 

Eden said that when he read 
the article the story came to mind 
of “the Duke of Wellington, who 
was approached by a man who 
took off his hat and said ‘Mr. 
Smith, I believe,’ and the Duke of 
Wellington turned around to him 
and said, ‘Sir, if you believe that 
you will believe anything.’” 

Parallel Interests. 

Eden said that there would be 
times when the countries had dif- 
fering views, “but broadly the in- 
terests of this country, of the Brit- 
ish Gommonwealth, of the United 
States, of Russia and of China are 
the same because, broadly, our in- 
terests do not clash and all of our 
interests are in peace.” % 

“Now and again,” he added, “it

New Air Threat to Reich. 


It was announced yesterday that 
Liberators of the United States 
Eighth Army Force in Britain had 
been transferred to the Northwest 
Africa command. The first mis- 
sion was the bombing of German 
ships plying between Corsica and 
Leghorn. 

The transfer of these heavy 
bombers to the Mediterranean may 
foreshadow a winter aerial cam- 
paign against Germany from the 
south, perhaps surpassing the ef- 
fort mate from Britain, 

During the winter in Britain it 

is considered good if heavy air 
bombardment fleets can get out in 
force eight times a month. In the 
Mediterranean, even during the 
worst winter months, it is possible 
to send out large bomber groups 
more than 15 times a month. 
Bombing Germany from this side 
has obvious advantages. It splits 
the Nazis’ thin fighter defenses, 
opens new territories in Germany 
to attack, makes it possible to hit 
the Nazis twice as often. 
Here are some of the key cities 
of the German war machine and 
the flying distance to them from 
air bases south of the Rome and 
Foggia areas: 

Vienna, less than 400 miles; 
Munich, less than 400 miles; Buda- 
pest, less than 400 miles; Belgrade, 
300 miles; Sofia, 350 miles; the 
Ploesti oil fields in Rumania, 500 
miles; Salonika, 250 miles.

The “glider bomb” undoubtedly 
‘is the long-heralded German secret 
weapon, but it has the fundamental 
weakness of any other bomb. It 
must be carried by a plane, and if 
the control plane is shot down the 
bomb is no good. Thus far the 
Germans have been able to use it 
only in single-plane, sneak raids 
in which they tried to get through 
gaps in the Allied air cover. 


300 BILLION NATIONAL DEBT 
CEILING MAY BE SOUGHT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
Congress may be asked soon to 
boost the national debt limit to 300 
billion dollars. 

Chairman Cannon (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the House Appropriations 
Committee told reporters today the 
present rate of Government spend- 
ing is approaching the present 
statutory debt limit of 210 billion 
dollars. He estimated the present 
spending rate at between seven and 
eight billion monthly. 

A 300 billion limit, Cannon said, 
may be sufficient “if the war 
doesn’t last too long.”

Down German Infantry.

WITH THE AMERICAN FIFTH 
ARMY, Sept. 21 (Delayed) (AP). 
—An American force has driven 
deep into the mountains on the 
Eboli-Battipaglia line after endur- 
ing 100 hours of continuous shell- 
ing and beating off a series of 
German assaults unequaled in this 
campaign for fury and determina- 
tion. 

When the unit moved forward 
‘it was virtually the first time in 
five days that the men had left 
their slit trenches. 

“Tanks ran right over some of 
them,” said Maj. Theodore Klein, 
of Jackson Heights, N. -Y., “but 
they were still in the trenches and 
fighting when German infantry 
came up behind.” 

The battle took place on the 
plain below the towns of Eboli 
and Battipaglia, where the Ger- 
mans made their last and greatest 
effort to drive the Americans from 
the mountains to the sea and split 
the Allied armies holding the Sa- 
lerno beachhead. : 

The Nazis held the hills and 
mountains. overlooking the plain 
and had the high ground bristling 
with artillery. They fired on every 
visible target below them and no 
movement was possible without 
enemy observers spotting it. 

‘Nothing to Do But Wait.’ 

“So there was nothing we could 
do but adopt defensive positions 
and wait,” said Capt. Leo Bishop, 
of Canon City, Colo. “The men 
had never been forced on the de- 
fensive before and it was hard on 
their morale.” 

German artillery fire was prac- 
tically continuous. Two or three 
times a day it would increase thun- 
derously and then the tanks would 
rumble out from behind their cov- 
er at the foot of the mountains 
and hit the American positions, 

The men never cracked or moved 
back out of line even though their 
front positions were held only by 
infantry without anti-tank units. 

It was during these assaults that 
the tanks frequently passed over 
the trenches, 

“It was the damndest thing to 
see the men. pop up from their 
holes behind the tanks and open 
up on the German infantry,” said 
Lt. Joseph Driscoll of Dorchester, 
Mass. “It takes plenty of guts to 
stay in your trench and let nearly 
40 tons of steel run over you, but 
they did it.’ 

“Haven’t Time to Worry.” 
Pvt. John Smith of Astoria, 
L. I. described the experience. 

“You haven’t got time to worry,” 
he said. “You hear and feel an 
awful roar and then if the trench 
hasn’t caved in on you it’s al] over.” 

German infantry attempted to 
come with or close behind their 
tanks, but when the armored as- 
saults couldn’t drive the Yanks to 
cover the enemy soldiers were “sit- 
ting like ducks” for machine guns. 

“We had two at either end of one 
section of the line and we cut 
them down like wheat every time 
they hit there,” said Lt. George 
Evans of San Antonio, Tex. 

Some Special Heroes. 

Evans said an Oklahoma Ihdian, 
Set.

Italians Wait Turn in Altavilla as Carpenter 
Swiftly Makes Rough Wooden 
Coffins.

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 
ITALY, Sept. 22 (Delayed) (AP) .— 
The village carpenter was making 
coffins. 

He had to make them swiftly for 
people were waiting. They had 
come out of the mountains after 
the battle had passed and they 
hag found their dead lying in the 
streets or buried beneath the 
wreckage of stone huts. And so 
they waited outside the carpenter's 
shop. 

He worked fast, nailing rough 
boards together with a few quick 
blows: It took a little more time 
to make a cross for each one and 
tack it on the cover. Then he 
would gesture to the peasants and 
they would take another coffin 
away. 

This was in Altavilla shortly 
after the Americans occupied it. 

Battipaglia has been virtually 
wiped off the map. There’s not a 
single habitable dwelling nor us- 
able building. It’s been bombed 
and shelled out of existence. 

Toicvured Countryside. 

From Battipaglia to Eboli 
stretch fields where the Americans 
dueled with Germans, using tanks, 
heavy artillery and giant. bombs. 
The road is so pitted with craters 
that it’s hardly passable. It passes 
a field so chewed and torn that it 
looks like plowed ground. 

For miles and miles the brown 
clay has been thrown up in 
mounds over the grass and wheat. 

Concrete culverts are smashed 
beyond recognition. Broken wires 
from an electric railway hang from 
poles still standing. Rails are 
twisted upward like the curved 
eaves of a Chinese temple. 

Eboli is like Battipaglia. Fires 
still are burning there, crackling 
in the silent streets. 

“Let them burn,” said an Italian 
policeman. “Perhaps it’s better 


, that people find nothing when they | 
come back.” | 

The people all left Battipaglia’ 
and Eboli weeks ago when the 
bombers first began coming and 
when they knew the war would 
pass this way. They are trudging 
back out of the hills now, carry- 
ing their bundles, leading children 
by one hand and perhaps a donkey 
or goat by the other. 


Lived Like Animals. 

But in Altavilla most of 
people stayed. 

That is why the horror is great-| 
er there. They, scooped out holes’ 
in the dirt floors of their houses | 
and covered them with timbers 
and stones, and like animals they | 
clung to their homes. Death and | 
mutilation found them as the

toppled. Fear still stamps the faces | 
of the living. | 

Americans had set up a first aid 
Station and people came crawling | 
painfully over the wreckage in the | 
streets to get their wounds ban— 
daged.

Doctors gently sent them 
away. A woman walked down the| 
center of a street, her eyes glazed | 
and staring.

.A soldier lifted her and carried | 
her to a hospital. 

As groups passed carrying cof- 
fins people crossed themselves and 
averted their eyes. 

A sudden explosion somewhere 
in the hills above sent the street 
into a panic. People ran, stumbling | 
and falling over each other. |

head they trembled and asked the 
soldiers, “Americano?” | 

The soldiers told them yes and

jects. 


MASTER PROGRAM 


TO BE WORKED OUT 


Statement of Policy Pro- 
vides That It Will Be 


Subject to Revision to 


Fit Needs. 


The Metropolitan Plan Associa- 
tion, an agency appointed informal- 
ly by Mayor William Dee Becker 
shortly before his death last month 
to co-ordinate postwar pl 
projects envisioned by various 
groups in St. Louis and the ad- 
joining counties of St. Louis, St. 
Charles, Madison and St. Clair, 
was established yesterday as a per- 
manent organization at a meeting 
of the original board of directors 
at the Mayfair Hotel. 

E. E. Pershall, president of the 
T. J. Moss Tie Co. and president 
of the association, said the organ- 
ization hopes ultimately to include 
in its membership all individuals, 
organizations and municipalities 
interested in developing public or 
semi-public works projects that in 
the immediate postwar period may 
serve to stabilize employment and 
economic readjustment in this 
area. The association as it now 
stands is composed of 32 persons, 
each representing a civic, mu- 
nicipal, labor or planning organiza- 
tion in the broad metropolitan 
area. 

The objects of the association, as 
set forth in a constitution adopted 
at the organizing meeting, include 
encouragement of the planning 
and execution of meritorious pub- 
lic works, reconciliation of the 
planning of public and private 
works for the good of the com- 
munity, and irrvestigation of the 
physical and economic character- 
istics of the area so that the ef- 
fects of proposed physical or eco- 
nomic changes may be interpreted 
in the light of the community in- 
terest. 

Statement of Policy. 


The board approved unanimous- 
ly a statement of policy presented 
by a committee headed by Girard 
Varnum, a vice-president of the 
association and president of the 
St. Louis County Chamber of 
Commerce, that calls fer the de- 
velopment of a master plan cover- 
ing major works proposed for the 
area. The master plan, to be 
drawn as rapidly as _ possible, 
would, however, be subject to con- 
stant revision, serving as a fluid 
framework into which the various 
local projects could be fitted as 
they take form. 

The policy statement pledged the 
association to offering full co- 
operation to “the present and fu- 
ture organizations which are 
formed to promote the physical or 
economic welfare of the St. Louis 
Metropolitan area.” The statement 
recommended that “political subdi- 
visions and taxing agencies be 
urged to plan for necessary financ- 
ing (of suggested projects) from 
current revenue, pay-as-you-go in- 
come, bond issue or other means 
as may appear best adapted.” 

The association also agreed to in- 
vite men with special knowledge of 
facilities extending beyond a single 
political subdivision—such as high- 
ways, sewers, railroads and water- 
ways—to submit discussions of. 
present problems and anticipated 
needs for improvement of such fa- 
cilities. The policy statement add- 
ed that “these discussions, when in- 
tegrated, will form a picture of the 
inter-related developments which 
may be planned for the future.” 

Committees to Be Named. 

Two committees will be formed 
within the near future to lay the 
foundations for the creation of a 
master plan. A committee on re- 
search and development “will urge 
all political subdivisions and taxing 
agencies in the area to actively de- 
velop their own planning, and to 
submit outlines of proposed proj- 
ects in accordance with an analysis 
covering physical and financial 
data.” The second committee will 
“study the data for each proj- 
ect submitted and will make 
recommendations to the board as 
to the position of such project in 
the emerging plan for the area.” 

Varnum’s report pointed out 
that although planning agencies 
have been set up in various com- 
munities or political units in the 
metropolitan area the complex 
make-up of the area suggests the 
advisability of a co-ordinating or- 
ganization. Co-ordination, the re- 
port said, is desirable because 
many of the projects envisioned 
“look far ahead of immediate 
needs” while others are designed 
for application in the emergency 
that will follow quickly upon" the 
cessation of hostilities. 

Meetings of the association will 
be held from time to time as the 
work of the group progresses. The 
constitution calls for a formal 
meeting the third Wednesday in 
March each year.

Hiring Controls Extended 
to 149 National Critical 
Occupations, Effective 


Today. 


A revised employment stabiliza- 
tion program, broader in scope and 
stronger in enforcement provisions 
than the program which has been 
in operation here since last March 
24, became effective in the St. 
Louis industrial area today, Ed 
McDonald, regional director of the 
War Manpower Commission, an- 
nounced, : 


There are three principal ! 
changes resulting from the revi- 
sion, he explained. These are: 

Hiring controls have been ex- 
tended to include 149 national 
“critical occupations” as well as 
the 31 “locally controlled occu- 
pations” in which there is a 
shortage of workers in this in- 
dustrial area. 

Workers desiring to change 
jobs and unable to obtain re- 
leases must wait 60 instead of 
30 days before becoming eligible 
for new jobs without statements 
of availability, 

The program gains a new en- 
forcement pfovision in that the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice is empowered to issue state- 
ments of availability;to workers 
whose employer is found guilty 
of noncompliance with WMC 
regulations, 


Under terms of the new stabiliza- 
tion program, no worker whose 
skill places him or her in any of 
the critical occupations on the na- 
tional list or any of the locally 
controlled occupations may be 
hired without approval of the 
USES. 


Local Shortage List. 

The national list of critical occu- 
pations was published Aug. 15 in 
the Post Dispatch. The supplemen- 
tary list of locally controlled oc- 
cupations follows: - 

Aeronautical draftsman, arma- 
ture winder, auto’ body repairman, 
automobile mechanic, chemist, as- 
sistant; chipper, foundry;  elec- 
trical bridge crane operator, elec- 
trical draftsman, engine lathe op- 
erator, gear shaper operator, in- 
ternal grinder operator, jig boring 
machine operator, jig builder, air- 
craft; maintenance mechanic, me-

GHARGES 300,000 
ON FEDERAL 18S 
ESCAPE DRAFI 


Wena Subcommittee Re- 
ports on Study of Defer- 
ment Policy — Inquiry 
Promised. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP). 
—Counsel for a congressional com- 
mittee investigating draft defer- 
ments for Government workers 
charged today that approximately 
300,000 draft age non-fathers were 
in Government service, and had 
not been called up for induction 
although less than half had been 
given deferred status. 

Ralph Burton, counsel for the 
House Military Subcommittee di- 


rected to study the Government’s 
own deferment policies, made the 
charge. 

Subcommittee Chairman Costello 
(Dem.), California, asserting he 
was surprised by Burton’s allega- 
tions, said a full investigation 
would be made. 

Burton submitted his figures 
during committee questioning of 
members of the three-man review 
committee set up by the President 
to pass on deferments of Federal 
workers. 

“They are available for call,” 
said Robert M. Barnett, chairman 
of the review group, when Repre- 
sentative Harness (Rep.), Indiana, 
asked: 

“How in the name of common 
sense can that many single men 
be working down there when they 
are talking about drafting men 
with children?” 


Jurisdiction Limited. 


Barnett said his committee had 
no responsibility in that matter, 
its jurisdiction being limited to 
pass on key positions and to de- 
termine which agencies should use 
replacement schedules. 

“We have wondered why they 
have not been called for induc- 
tion,” he commented with respect 
to non-inducted Government work- 
ers who have not been deferred. 

Burton said officidl Selective 
Sefvice figures indicated that 197,- 
656 draft-age, non-fathers were em- 
ployed by the Government as of 
Aug. 15, with many agencies un- 
reported, The committee’s own es- 
timate, he said, was that the total 
was closer to 300,000. Employes 
given deferments as of Aug. 15, 
Burton said, approximated 116,935. 
Barnett asserted that many men 
listed as Government workers and 
charged against the Government 
in deferment tables were not ac- 
tually Government employes. Par- 
ticularly was this true, he said, in 
the case of the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration,. against which is 
charged deferment of merchant 
seamen and merchant cadets, 


Ickes’ Agency Protested. 


Asked by committee members if 
his group had received many com- 
plaints from departments because 
of its attitude in handling defer- 
ment cases, Barnett said there 
had been complaints that the re- 
view committee was “too tough.” 

The Petroleum Administration 
for War, headed by Interior Sec- 
retary Ickes, “complained rather 
loudly about it,” he added. 


Col> Edward A. Fitzpatrick, Se- 
lective Service representative on 
Barnett’s committee, said ‘the In- 
terior Department had submitted 
a list of 6000 key positions for 
which deferment was sought, and 
complained when many of them 
were turned down. Some of the 
complaints, Fitzpatrick said, were 
taken all the way to the White 
House, without apparent result. 

Fitzpatrick accused the Interior 
Department of having failed to “re- 
adjust itself to the war effort.”

CITY REVENUE DOWN $99,287 
IN 5 MONTHS, COSTS $206,653 - 


Municipal revenue decreased by 
$99,287 during the first five months 
of the city’s fiscal year, while ex- 
penditures decreased $206,653, City 
Comptroller Louis Nolte reported 
today. 

Revenue in the five-month period 
ending Sept. 13 totaled $4,361,834, 
as compared with $4,461,122 in the 
corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. Expenditures 
amounted to $8,835,810, against 


$9,042,464 in the preceding year.

Poltava was the famous battle- 
ground where the Swedish army 
of Charles XII was defeated by 
the Russians under Peter the 
Great. 


Several Forces Near Dniefer. 


The advancing Red Army, surg- 
ing forward on the entire 750-mile 
active front, was within clear view 
at some places of the Dnieper 
River along which the Germans are 
believed to have their main de- 
fenses in Russia, front line reports 
to Moscow said. 

Advance guards of the Soviets 
are within five miles of the 
Dnieper at .some points in the 
south, with powerful Russian 
forces closing in methodically on 
the Nazi bastions of Kiev on 
the middle Dnieper and Smolensk 
in the north. 

A dispatch from Moscow said 
tnere is an atmosphere of expect- 
any in the Soviet capital, with 
some of the greatest victories of 
the war appeiring to be at hand. 


Big Battle for Smolensk. 


The Berlin radio reported that 
the center of gravity had shifted 
to southeast of Smolensk, great 
German Central front base. There, 
the Nazis said, the Russians were 
storming at German positions with 
strong infantry and tank forces. 

Bloody fighting was _ reported 
raging west of Yelnya, some 40 
miles southeast of Smolensk and 
in the Demidov region, 42 miles 
northwest of the key stronghold. 
The Russians announced the cap- 
ture of Demidov yesterday. 

Kiev, Russia's fourth largest city 
was menaced from three directions 
by Soviet troops. One force was 
driving from Lyeski, 18 miles 


jthe 


northeast of the Ukraine capital, 
and other columns from Ostrolu- 
chvye and Peresyaslav, 50 miles to 
the south and within five miles of 
the Dnieper. A thrust from the cen- 
ter toward Kiev was being made 
from captured Berezan, 35 miles 
directly east. 

One Red Army spearhead stormed 
the town of Zolotonosha, 85 miles 
south of Kiev and a scant eight 
miles from the Dnieper. 

Demidov Falls in Bitter Fight. 


Demidgv, 21 miles from the 
borders of White Russia, was 
stormed by the Red Army forces 
after one of the most sanguinary 
battles of the Soviet summer drive. 
Its capture, after two days of bitter 
fighting, brought a special order 
of the day from Premier Stalin, 
who called the northern bastion 
“one of the strongest German de- 
fense centers.” 


More than 8,000 Nazi troops were 
killed in the struggle for Demidov 
with the enemy launching 12 coun- 
terattacks in vain attempts to hold 
the city, the Soviet command said. 
Three hundred prisoners were re- 
ported taken and _ tremendous 
amounts of war material] seized. 


Russian possession of Demidov, 
while increasing the danger to 
Nazi-held Smolensk, also paves the 
way for a direct Soviet thrust to- 
ward Vitebsk, 50 miles due west 
of Demidov on the Dvina River. 


Roslavl, between Gomel and Smo- 


lensk, also was under immediate | 


threat from Russian forces which 
already had seized Liubovka, five 
miles away. 


Far to the south, the capture of 
the Black Sea port of Anapa in 
German Kuban bridgehead 
pushed the Nazis back to the 
Kerch Strait. The Russians said 
that 1200 Germans were killed and 
200 captured in the bitter fight for

CANBERRA, Sept. 23° (AP).— 
Australia has every reason to be 
satisfied with the decision of 
United Nations leaders to prose- 
cute the Pacific War with the same 
vigor as in the European theater, 
Governor-General Lord Gowrie 
said today in opening a new ses- 
sion of Parliament. 

The Commonwealth Govern- 
ment’s war policies, he announced, | 
would be governed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief’s strategical plan 
of operations, as related to the 
global strategy of the Allies. 

(The identity of the commander- 
in-chief to which he referred was 
not clarified.) 

MacArthur Statement Criticised. 

Some Australian newspapers, 
meanwhile, characterized as unfor- | 
tunate the statement of Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur commenting on re-| 
ports that his role in the ‘Pacific 
was being subordinated. 

The Sydney Mirror asked for a. 
clarification of the commands of 
Gen, MacArthur and Adm. Lord 
Louis Mountbatten in Southeast 
Asia. 

The Sydney Herald said it “re-| 

grets that MacArthur has seen fit 
to comment publicly on rumors re- 
cently circulated in the United 
States regarding future strategy in 
the Pacific.’ ’ 
,Lord Gowrie disclosed the Aus- 
tralian Government had expressed 
appreciation to President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
for their assurance of equal vigor 
in fighting the Japanese as well as 
the Germans, 

On Mountbatten’s Command. 

In London, a version fo Adm. 
Mountbatten’s command was given 
in an article by a Reuters Far 
Eastern Affairs writer who quoted 
advices from India. 

The article said the command 
will range from the waters off 
Madagascar east to Sumatra and 
will span French Indo-China, Thai- 
land, Malaya and Burma. 

“Sea represents a far larger pro- 
portion of Mountbatten's new com- 
mand than doés land,” the writer 
said. 

“His command extends over 
French Indo-China, Siam (Thai- 
land), Malaya, Sumatra and Bur- 
ma, and at sea ranges over the 
Bay of Bengal, the Indian Ocean | 
and the Arabian Sea. ;

MAY APPEAL BOND RULING 


An appeal from the United States 
District Court decision authorizing 
the trustee of the Missouri! Pacific 
Railroad to pay certain bondhold- 
ers $18,194,550 in interest probably 
will be filed soon by a group of 
minority bondholders; William H. 
Biggs, attorney for the minority 
group, announced today. 

Judge George H. Moore last Sat- 
urday granted Guy A. Thompson, 
trustee, authority to pay $44,274,- 
118 in principal and interest on the 
rdilroad’s bonded debt. Of this 
projected total payment, Biggs 
said, the minority group would 
protest expenditure of $13,159,525 
interest on Missouri Pacific first 
and refunding mortgage bonds, 
$3,425,025 interest on New Orleans, 
Texas & Mexico Railroad first 
mortgage and non-cumulative 
bonds, and $1,610,000 interest on In- 
ternational-Great Northern Rail- 
road first mortgage bonds, 

Biggs said his clients contend 
that. the money could be used to 
better advantage if the trustee 
bought up these bonds on the open 
market or solicited tenders. Such 
a step, by reducing the railroad’s 
total debt, would enhance the value 
of the minority group’s holdings, 
which are junior to the other 
bonds.

The 
Japanese guns at Vila immediately 
opened fire, causing slight casu- 
alties. 

American dive and torpedo 
bombers attacked gun positions de- 
fending Vila airdrome. 

Saga Karasa is only a mile and 
a half from Kolombangara, and in 
an attempt to alleviate the threat 
to Vila the Japanese had been 
moving reinforcements across the 
narrow atrait on barges at night. 
In the mopup six of these troop 
carriers were reported sunk by in- 
fantry weapons and artillery. 

Allied headquarters first an- 
nounced the occupation of Arundel 
on Aug. 30, but subsequent reports 
told of sharp fighting. 

Good Terrain at Finschhafen. 

Where the new blow was struck 
above Finschhafen there are no 
swamps such as bogged the troops 
at Buna, 170 miles to the south- 
east. The coastline is compara- 
tively free of reefs, facilitating sea- 
borne reinforcement and supply. 

There are few beaches but one 
of these was chosen for the land- 
ing. From the beachhead, the 
troops have fairly open country 
through which to fight, with the 
terrain rising gently in a series of 
almost ladder-like grass terraces. 
A coconut plantation is about two 
miles south of the landing site. 

There is an afrstrip about two 
miles above Finschhafen but, at 
last report, it was not serviceable. 

Sixty miles northwest of Lae at 
Kaiapit, which airborne Australians 
captured Sept, 18, a Japanese pa- 
trol of 200 was encountered the 
night of the transport landings. 
The Australians killed 120 and 
routed the others, 

Widespread Air Blows. 

Widespread air blows of the 
Allies augmented the latest ground 
operations. In the Madang sec- 
tion northwest of Finschhafen, the 
already disrupted coastal supply 
road took a new pounding Tues- 
day and four bridges were de- 
stroyed, bringing the total to eight. 

Across Dampier Strait from 
Finschhafen, Liberators dropped 60 
tons of bombs on the airdrome at 
Cape Gloucester, New Britain, and 
other planes raided the airdrome 
at Gasmata. 

In the New Ireland vicinity, re- 
connaissance bombers set a 5000- 
ton ship afire, sank a 1500-ton 
vessel and bombed two other 
enemy craft. 

The Japanese air force caused 
slight damage and casualties with

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).

year. Rejections in this class have 
been running about 50 per cent, 


WPB, OPA ACT TO ASSURE 
ADEQUATE SUPPLY OF STOVES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
The War Production Board and 
the Office of Price Administration 
took independent steps today to as- 
sure an adequate supply of cooking 
and heating stoves during the fall 
and winter months. 

OPA authorized dealers and dis- 
tributors to increase allowable in- 
ventories of coal and wood stoves 
by 50 per cent between Oct. 1 and 
Oct. 30, in order to provide in- 
creased stocks to meet seasonal 
demands. 

WPB telegraphed queries to 
cooking and heating stove manu- 
facturers asking specific data on 
present problems interfering with 
adequate production. Last week 
the Institute of Cooking and Heat- 
ing Appliance Manufacturers re- 
ported that shortages of man 
power and inability to obtain raw 
materials were hampering output. 
Arthur D. Whiteside, director of 
WPB's Office of Civilian Require- 
ments, said the survey would be 
used as a basis for immediate cor- 
rection of any threat to necessary 
stove production.

This would seem to be an answer 
to those who say that the job of 
chief of staff has become routine 
now that the major task of organ- 
ization is completed. This has been 
one of the arguments of those who 
would send Marshall to. England to 
head the-invasion of Europe. 

Marshall returned yesterday 
from Omaha, where he was award- 
ed the American Legion’s Distin- 
guished Service Medal, He refused, 
as in the past, to make any com- 
ment on his own future. Today 
his co-worker, Adm. Ernest J. 
King, commander of the fleet, re- 
ceived the same award from the 
Legion in Omaha. 


Stimson Brushes Aside Questions 
on MacArthur’s Status. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
Brushing aside inquiries about the 
possible significance of the state- 
ment by Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
implying he faced a “subordinate” 
role in the Pacific war, Secretary 
of War Stimson said today that

Hackman is sought by the Bar 
Committee of the Eighth Judicial 
Circuit, it was learned yesterday 
when the State Supreme Court set 
Oct. 6 for a hearing on the com- 
mittee’s petition. 

Hackman was suspended June 
12, 1941, by Circuit Judge David J. 
Murphy, who found the attorney 
guilty on two of six charges of 
unethical conduct brought by the 
Bar Committee. Judge Sartorius 
reinstated him Oct. 5, 1942, more 
than eight months before the expi- 
ration of the suspension. 

In its petition to the Supreme 
Court, the Bar Committee charged 
that Judge Sartorius acted with- 
out an adequate hearing and that 
he exceeded his uthority in over- 
ruling the action of another judge. 


Clifford Greve, counsel for the: 


committee, said he protested Judge 
Sartorius’ action and asked a new 
hearing with the committee repre- 
sented, but Judge Sartorius denied 
the petition. The Supreme Court’s 
ruling, Greve continued, should 
establish a precedent on whether 
one Judge has the power to set 
aside another’s action in disbar- 
ment proceedings without giving 
notice to the original plaintiff. 


Since the two-year period has 
now expired, the ruling is not ex- 
p-cted to have any effect on the 
status of Hackman, who is Repub- 
lican. city committeeman from the 
Seventeenth Ward and a former 
associate city counselor. 


Hackman was found guilty of 
wrongfully appropriating funds en- 
trusted to him by clients. At the 
hearing at which he was rein- 
stated, Hackman said he had re- 
habilitated jhimself and had repaid 
the money, and 25 lawyers signed 
a petition for his reinstatement. 

Judge Sartorius was under’ fire 
when he sat in the criminal divi- 
sion of the Circuit Court during 
the summer for granting a large 
number of paroles without follow- 
ing the established procedure of 
obtaining a report from the Parole 
Office. s

Eisenhower Co-ordinates 
Reports, Requests of 
British, U. S. Chiefs in 


Daily Sessions.

EISENHOWER AT AN _ AD- 
VANCED ALLIED COMMAND 
POST.—When the going at Salerno 
was at its toughest and our thinly 
held beachhead was ~ seriously 


threatened, the Allied high com- 
mand continued to function at the 
smooth and effective pace. de- 
Veloped over the last 10 months. 

The big four of United Nations 
armed forces in the Mediterra- 
nean — Eisenhower, Cunningham, 
Alexander and Tedder—had fore- 
seen that the operation would de- 
velop just as it did. They had cor- 
rectly gauged the strength of the 
German reaction and they knew 
what to do to meet it without los- 
ing any time. Admiral Sir Andrew 
Browne Cunningham sent in his 
big ships to blast the German coun- 
ter-attacks in close support of our 
ground troops. Air Chief Mar- 
shal Siz Arthur Tedder thréw all 
his planes into the struggle and 
Gen. Sir Harold Alexander hur- 
ried the Eighth Army up from the 
south, 

With that assistance the Fifth 
Army clung to its positions, fought 
off the Germans, and grad 
began to advance inland. 

Crisis Anticipated. 

Our high command had anticipat- 
éd that the period from the third 
day after the landing to the ninth 
or tenth day would be critical 
and had planned accordingly. It 
was a question of whether we 
could get in reinforcements fast 
enough and whether our air pow- 
er could prevent the Germans from 
bringing down enough strength to 
drive us off the beach. 

There was no need for any sud- 
den changes of plan when the 
crisis came. The original sched- 
ule of operations w:s followed and 
fortunately it was proved that the 
command had calculated correctly. 

In the early stages of an opera- 
tion like the Salerno landing the 
Allied commanders meet every 
morning for a conference. The 
temporary location of headquar- 
ters is chosen for convenience 
and timesaving and since the oth- 
ers cannot easily move their bases 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower shifts 
his own headquarters to be nea 
them, ⸗ 

All of the big four travel a great 
deal by airplane. Their daily con- 
ferences are a continuation of the 
meetings during the Tunisian cam- 
paign when they were held each 
morning. The sessions last for an 
hour or an hour and 30 minutes. 

When a critical situation arises 
the meetings are shorter and the 
officers hurry away to put into ef- 
fect decisions that have been 
reached. When a session lasts long- 
er than usual the commanders’ 
aides, who are waiting outside, 
jokingly remark: 

“Well, at least they are not mak- 
ing any mistakes in a hurry this 
morning.” 

Meetings Informal. 

' The present meeting place is a 
“war room” whose walls are cov- 
ered with aerial maps of Italy. The 
military commanders, accompanied 
by their senior staff officers, sit at 
a round table before the maps. 
The sessions are business-like but 
informal. 

Eisenhower is “Ike,” Cunning- 
ham is “Andrew,” Tedder is “Ar- 
thur” and Alexander is “Alex.” Lt. 
Gen. Carl A. Spaatz is always 
called by his first name and Maj. 
Gen. James H. Doolittle is “Jim- 
my.” Lt. Gen. George 8S. Patton 
Jr. is referred to as “Georgie” 
while Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark is 
“Wayne.” 

Intelligence and operations offi- 
cers of the air, ground and Navy 
commands open the meetings with 
reports of current operations and 
of moves about to be undertaken. 
Occasionally the chiefs supplement 
these reports with brief statements 
giving the high spots of the situa- 
tion. The broad over-all picture 
Yather than great detail is stressed. 
. When a problem arises there are 
discussions among the land, sea 
and air commanders, each of whom 
has his particular point of view. 
For instance Alexander may ask 
for more planes over the Salerno 
‘beaches and Cunningham request 


additional air cover for his ships.|. 


Tedder will reply that if he meets 
‘those requests it will mean detach- 
‘ing planes that have been assigned 
to attack enemy communications 
and prevent reinforcements from 
reaching the area. 

Eisenhower then decides what is 
to be done. He acts as moderator, 
explaining the airman’s point of 
‘view to the ground and Navy com- 
manders and vice versa.

Sicilian and Italian campaigns. 


Maj. Gen. Carl Spaatz expressed it this way to correspondents 
“We, in the air,.feel that we are part of a highly-trained work- 


ing trio of ground, naval and 


air forces whose operations are 


thoroughly integrated and co-ordinated as a complete unit. In this 
last battle we feel very proud of the fact that we were able to play 
our part in support of naval and ground forces which were so ably 


handled. And we feel that the established teamwork cannot be, 


stopped.” 


The Air Force has grown and 
the use of air power has prog- 
ressed tremendously since Novem- 
ber, 1942. The squadrons which 
came from Britain to Africa with 
Gen. Spaatz, (commander of United 
States Air Forces in Northwest 
Africa), together with reinforce- 
ments, are now a smoothly operat- 
ing, highly effective team working 
according to a definite pattern 
which has been carefully worked 
out according to experience. 


Two Factors. 

The effectiveness of Allied air 
power is based on two factors: 

1. Air supremacy which we have 
definitely established in this thea- 
ter. 

2. A thoroughly trained Army 
and Navy to take advantage of 
the results of air supremacy. 

Aside from the increase in the 
size of the force since the Tunisian 
fighting, the air force has gained 
considerable flying skill and experi- 
ence in the face of enemy action. 
It has not only learned the best 
use of its planes but bombing by 
the strategical and tactical air 
arms has _-en vastly improved by 
the arrival of Norden bombsights 
which our planes did not have dur- 
ing the Tunisian campaign, 

Pantelleria was the first test 
case of systematically planned 
bombing, but it was fairly simple 
because it was an isolated island 
easily cut off from supplies. Sicily 
was complicated — its distances 
were greater nd there was a 
lerger number ef airdromes to 
clean out. Air cover was diffi- 
cult to provide owing to greater 
distance from home bases and the 
airfields acquired were farther 
from enemy lines. 

In the Italian operation—in the 
Salerno landings — airpower was 
stretched almost to the ultimate 
limit of fighter cover. 


The Air Pattern. 


The Italian campaign is a good 
fllustration of how the air pattern 
is followed. First the strategic air 
force tried to isolate the southern 
part of Italy, cutting it off’ from 
the north by breaking all lines of 
communication, 

The air forces began at the toe 

hitting at highways, railroads 
nd airdromes, and worked their 
ay north to the big chain of air 
fields and communications around 
Foggia and Naples, and thence to 
Rome, finally stretching north- 
rard to Bologna and the Brenner 
Pass entrances into Italy. 

Then, in the last phase, the air 
orces closed in on the Naples- 
Salerno sector, softening the area 
for invasion. In the final days 
pur entire weight of air power was 
brought down to the immediate 
battle area with both strategic and 
actical forces pounding at the 
nemy. 

The importance attached by the

N approving the Fulbright reso- 
| tution by the thumping majority 

of 360 to 29, the House of Rep- 
resentatives has made the ‘ most 


‘significant congressional move in 


the field of American foreign rela- 
tions stnce the Senate, in 1920, re- 
fused its consent to American 
membership in the League of Na- 
tions. 

The latter development proved 

a straitjacket that tied the hands 
ad feet-of the United States dur- 
ing the 20 years of armistice that 
separated World War I from World 
War II. 
During that period our foreign 
policy was almost entirely nega- 
tive and self-defeating. Having re- 
fused to join forces with the other 
nations of the world in a program 
that looked toward the putting 
down of aggression wherever it 
might rise its head, we ultimately 
became the victims of the drift to 
war that had set in soon after the 
the guns had been stilled- on the 
Western Pres. 


* . 

The Fulbright resolution looks In 
the other direction. It is positive 
rather than negative in its ap- 
proach. It aims away from isola- 
tion rather than toward it. It con- 
stitutes a recognition of the dour 
realities of the times we live in 
rather than an attempt to escape 
to the happy irresponsibility of a 
vanished world. 

But—and its sponsor, Mr. Ful- 
bright, has been the first to admit 
it—the resolution which the House 
has just approved is not an end 
but a beginning. It is a_ seed 
which, having been planted, can, 
if given proper nurture, produce 
bright fruit, but the seed may rot 
and the shoots it may give forth 
may wither through lack of sun- 
shine or be destroyed by insects. 

The point which must not be lost 
to sight is that during the last war 
the percentage of Americans who 
favored some such policy as that 
expounded in the Fulbright resolu- 
tion was not much smaller than it 
is today. Yet the net result was 
negative, :

LONDON, Sept. 23 (AP). 
Germany hurled at London three 


years ago this month was intended as the preliminary to invasion 
of Britain, it was disclosed today. 


Twenty-five hundred barges massed in ports across the English 
Channel and the North Sea were to have carried Adolf Hitler’s inva- 
sion army to the shores of England as the climax of a five-week 


|program culminating in mid-September, 


The planned preliminary steps 
were to have been the knocking 
out of the Royal Air Force and 
then the bombing of London to 
shatter the will and ability of the 
British people to resist. 


This information, obtained from 
sources which may not be dis- 
closed, presented a broader picture 
of events that occurred during 
those dark days than it was pos- 
sible to give then or since. 


The daring and over-worked pi- 
lots of the R. A. F. carried the 
major burden of throwing this 
enemy invasion program awry— 
the men who long ago were immor- 
talized by the words of Winston 
Churchill: “Never in the field of 
human conflict was so much owed 
by so many to so few.” 


Outnumbered 4 to 1. 


The R. A. F. then was outnum- 
bered four to one by the German 
air force’s 3450 planes. 


The force that battled back 400 
Nazi planes on Sept. 15, 1940, and 
850 on Sept. 27 amounted to only 
29 squadrons—fewer than 350 
planes—some of which fought three 
times in a day. 


Besides courage, the big assets 
of the R. A. F. were a radio loca- 
tion system, an efficient opera- 
tional system, and the Germans’ 
sequence of mistakes. 


The Nazis counted on dive-bomb- 
ing, but evasive tactics which 
saved the Stukas In Spain failed 
to work in Britain. Without 
armor, the enemy bombers were 
forced into high altitude pattern 
bombing by daylight—a system in

which they didn’t believe and 


which proved too vulnerable to 
disruption. 

This indicates why the British 
originally were bearish about the 
American Flying Fortresses and 
Liberator high-altitude, daylight 
precision bombing, which subse- 
quently proved not to have the 
Same weaknesses. 


Blunders by Germans. 

The rigid five-week invasion 
schedule, geared to the tides and 
the weather, forced the Germans 
to stop bombing the coast just 
when it was having some effect. 
They then went after the air fields, 
and again left them just when they 
were making some in-roads to go 
after London. 

Vital railroad communications to 
the capital were just beginning to 
sustain heavy damage when the 
Germans shifted to scatter-bomb- 
ing. They hoped in this way to 
demolish the city, arousé the people 
against the Government and class- 
es against each other, and pro- 
voke a demand for reprisal bomb- 
ing of Berlin, which would divert 
the R. A. F. 

Actually, scatter-bombing on the 
scale they employed (before the 
winter night blitz) would have 
taken years to destroy a city such * 
as London. 

By subjecting all groups of citi- 
zens to the same hazards, the 
Nazis actually solidified all classes 
behind the Government, and the 
natural clamor for bombing Berlin 
was wisely ignored by the R. A. F.

One thing is certain: the world’s 
eat. powers are not underesti- 
mating Mexico's potentialities. The 
United States maintains here an 
embassy and related government 
agencies totaling mote than 500 
persons, the biggest establishment 
in its entire foreign service with 
the possible. exception of London. 
Great Britain and Mexico have re- 
established relations, healing a 
rupture over the 1938 oil expropri- 
ations, and the English are missing 
no bets in promoting trade and 
cultural relations with the Mexi- 
cans. 

China is raising its legation to a 
full embassy. Even Sweden is 
keeping its “eyes on Mexico, The 
Swedish legation, for years run by 
a charge d’affairs, has been as- 
signed a new Minister and Stock- 
holm hopes additionally to estab- 
lish a separate cultural relations 
office in the capital. 


Break With Russia Mended. 
The most portentous develop- 
ment involves Russia. For more 
than 10 years, even all through 
the frankly Leftist Government of 
Gen. Lazaro Cardenas, Mexico and 
Moscow had no diplomatic contact. 
The Mexicans had severed rela- 
tions while “Iron Man” . Gen. 
Plutarco Elias Calles was still a 
power behind the presidency and 
the government resented alleged 
Communist encroachment through 
the Soviet legation. 

The. administration of moderate, 
President Manuel Avila Camacho, 
himself 4 Catholic, only recently 
repaired the break. By mutual 
agreement the respective legations 
were raised to embassies and the 
Russians sent, not some unknown 
diplomat, but one of their most 
prominent, shrewd and aggressive 
men as Ambassador, Constantine 
Oumansky, former Ambassador to 
Washington and a figure in the 
Soviet Foreign office. 

This move inspired a welter of 
speculation. When Oumansky pre- 
sented his credentials in the na- 
tional palace, at high noon, he 
wore white tie and tails; the Presi- 
dent received him in a somber 
business suit. The incident caused 
the capital’s suspicious Rightist 
press to remark that the repre- 
sentative of Russia's ‘peoples’ 
revolution” was putting on “capital- 
istic airs.” Oumansky unruffled, 
went about his business. Obviously, 
the whisper that his mission was 
tu establish here, behind a diplo- 
matic facade, a sort of new world 
Comintern was inspired propa- 
ganda. 


Russian Explanation. 


But while the right, dominated 
in its thinking by the Catholic 
Church, insisted on seeing only the 
sinister in *Oumansky’s presence, 
the Russian explanation was, as 
usual, logical:

It is old-fashionable but always. apt to refer to 
“theaters of war.” Most military analysts use the 
phrase as freely as if it were seasoning for a pot 
au feu.

Arthur has seen fit to comment publicly on rumors 
recently circulated in the United States regarding 
future strategy in the Pacific.” 

Even casual, untutored observers can put together 
the two and two of Chinese desperation and Japanese 
defensive strategy and figure out that a supply road 
to China must be opened soon if we are to keep 
her in the war. It is also as obvious as names on a 
map that “island by island” strategy will not defeat 
the Pacific enemy, but that we have not yet the 
power to bypass Rabaul, the Netherlands East 
Indies and the Malaysian .peninsula and strike to 
the heart of Tokyo itself, or the Philippines. Only 
an incautious drain on European forces would make 
such a move possible, such strained supply lines 
tenable. We must, then—McArthur to the contrary 
—keep China bolstered and on our side, the war 
pressed home in Europe, and the Pacific guarded 
wisely for the blow to come. 

MacArthur’s complaint, however impressive his 
pronouncements, is not becoming. Marshall, in 
Washington, keeps his own thoughts in coventry 
awaiting orders from his Commander-in-Chief, Our 
North African commander stepped ashore on enemy 
soil to utter words no more historic than “Good 
morning. I am Gen. Eisenhower.” 

Manfulness, willingness to take orders and a 
sense of duty are strange things for a soldier to be 


protesting now. 
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THE HOUSE VOTES FOR CO-OPERATION. 

A resounding testament of world co-operation was 
given by the House of Representatives in 
its vote of 360 to 29 for the Fulbright resolution. 
The very large majority is significant of a drastic 
change in American thinking. 

The Senate would do well to give its approval 
without quibbling over minor matters. This nation 
would then have the basis on which it could build 
its postwar plans. Other nations also would have 
a basis for confidence in us, through the assurance 
that we mean to continue our active association with 
them after peace returns. 
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PROGRESS AT JEFFERSON CITY. 

The people have reason to hope that the unselfish, 
public-spirited delegates will prevail in the Consti- 
tutional Convention. The prompt organization of 
the body, with Robert E. Blake as president; the 
declaration of Blake that brevity is to be the key- 
note; the rejection of a scheme to separate the dele- 
gates on the floor into party groups—these are favor- 
able omens. 

Cheap political maneuvering was evident in the 
campaign that was conducted against former State 
Senator Allen McReynolds for the presidency. 
Enough of the delegates displayed their petty parti- 
san mindedness in this affair to cause concern. 
Against this upright man there was a combinatfon 
of Democrats who resented his refusal to join in the 
governorship steal of 1941 and Republicans who 
feared he would be a candidate for Governor. 

On the side of the people was the fact that the 
successful candidate—Mr. Blake—is equally upright, 
equally able, equally devoted to the public welfare. 
If the unholy combination had centered on some 
one less acceptable disaster might have stemmed 
from the Convention's first day. 

It appears also that some delegates are bent on 
rewarding political hangers-on with jobs as clerks 
at $8 a day. For efficient work, the delegates should 
have clerical help. It should be of the best quality. 
We hope the ward-heelers won’t predominate. 

On the whole the Convention has started well. 
It is up to the delegates who put their State above 
party—and there are many of them in this group— 
to take the reins and hold them firmly. 
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WOULD THEY CALL IT SPORT? 

It looks very much as if the St. Louis hunters who 
have filed complaints against policies of the State 
Conservation Commission were more interested in 
having swarths of rabbits and quail turned laose 
at their back doors for them to shoot at than in 
the true conservation and development of wild life. 

They complain that the commission’s agents re- 
fuse to stock St. Louis County with an abundance 
of rabbits and quail. This complaint must be exam- 
ined in view of the long-range policy of the Con- 
servation Commission. 

Quail hatched in captivity suffer heavy mortality 
when turned loose to fend for themselves. There- 
fore, it is the policy of the commission to place its 


artificially hatched birds in those localities where | 


the environment is most favorable for their sur- 
vival, where cover is good and food and water are 
available. This enables the birds to survive and 
breed so that the increase in coveys which the 
hunters desire will come about naturally. 

As to rabbits, the commission recognizes the de- 
struction of truck gardens and fruit trees of which 


they are capable. Any Victory gardener in the St. 
Louis suburbs will testify as to the damage caused 
by rabbits. And yet greedy hunters, eager for easy 
shots, are clamoring for more atid more rabbits to 
be dumped right under the muzzles of their guns, 
to feed on our cabbages and our apple trees. 

Let these mighty nimrods chase the rabbits out 
of the Victory gardens into the woods where brush 
piles and hollow logs even up the odds; let them 
show their skill where it counts. Then may they 
call themselves sportsmen. 
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A REBUKE TO ROANE WARING. 

William Green did a good job yesterday. The 
president of the AFL said what he thought about 
the practice of Roane Waring, national commander 
of the American Legion, of slurring organized labor. 
Mr. Green’s say was all the better because he said 
it to Waring’s face and to the Legion’s face, at the 
Legion convention in Omaha. 

The AFL president, without mentioning Waring’s 
name in the quotations carried in the Associated 
Press dispatch, said the “more than 6,000,000 hard- 
working and thoroughly patriotic members of the 
American Federation of Labor bitterly resent the 
slurs and denunciations that have been heaped upon 
the organized workers of America by people who 
ought to know better.” 

Waring, in his annual report Tuesday, had made 
his latest outburst against the laboring man, assert- 
ing that strikers “were saboteurs and traitors and 
should be treated as such.” 

After Green’s dignified rebuke, Waring  back- 
tracked on his extremist, vengeful utterance. The 
overwhelming majority of organized labor “are as 
fine Americans as exist,” he said; he blamed only 
“a very small minority.” ’ 

The Legion commander’s words have a hovllow 
sound. He evidently hates labor, not just a small 
minority of it, but all of it, and if he could have 
his choice hé would destroy it. 

Waring’s incumbency as national commander of 
the Legion hag been remarkable for the extremism 
and venom of hig public statements. 

He is the expert in labor relations who proposed 
that strikers and union representatives be shot, 

He is the man power specialist who suggested 
that all workers who “get into labor trouble” be 
drafted into the Army. 

He is the military strategist who said the Allies 
“have won the Battle of North Africa, but only our 
high command knows why it had to be won.” 

He is the statesman who said peace must be “dic- 
tated only after our victorious armies have marched 
across and devastated the lands and cities of our 
enemies;” dictated in Rome, Berlin and Tokyo 
“while they still smolder and burn from the wrath- 
ful fire of our guns and bombs.” 

Roane Waring may not be the most egregious 
public figure in Legion history, but a list of the 
worst half-dozen would look bob-tailed without him, 
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WHAT IF THE BOND DRIVE FAILS? 

Do we at home think enough about what the fight- 
ing men overseas will think of our doings? Those 
men have been sending us a steady flow of good 
news—from North Africa, Sicily and Italy, from the 
Aleutians, New Guinea and Burma. But what of 
the news we are sending them? What if the word 
goes out in a few days that St. Louis has failed to 
buy its quota of war bonds, that the campaignehas 
been a failure? What will that do for the morale 
of our soldiers and sailors and flyers? 

Only 55.8 per cent of the quota has been reached 
so far, and only seven days remain of the three-week 
drive. So, unless the tempo is stepped up sharply, 
the news will go out to the fighting fronts that our 
war-bond campaign has failed. Let everyone who 
hasn’t done his share, and there must be many, think 
of what that news will mean to the St, Louisans 
who are in the battle lines, and doing the full quota 
of their duty when they attack the enemy. Can we 
at home do less than back the attack? 
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FATHERS ARE PATRIOTS, TOO. 

The flow of men into the armed forces of 
the United States must continue so long and in 
such numbers as the experts directing our military 
operations think necessary. Chief of Staff Gen. 
George Marshall has testified before the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee that enactment of the 
Wheeler bill for blanket deferment of pre-Pearl 
Harbor fathers might seriously interfere with the 
sailings. of forces, not next month or next spring, 
but perhaps far along in 1944, 

That master strategist of home economy in war 
time, Bernard M. Baruch, bolstered by his outstand- 
ing record in the first World War, tells that same 
committee that the country’s duty is to stand by 
Gen. Marshall, to give him whatever he asks for. 

Gen, Marshall has accomplished wonders in train- 
ing, equipping and disposing of our soldiers; that 
testimony comes from field after field of victory. 
Now the Chief of Staff pleads that no barrier be 
placed in the way of replenishment of our forces, 
and Baruch flatly tells the Senators that unless 
they are ready to turn Gen. Marshall out they 
should give him their ‘full support. 

The people have never accepted the theory that 
certain men arbitrarily should be deferred because 
they are classed as pre-Pearl Harbor fathers. These 
men have just ag great a stake in their tountry 
to defend as anyone else; perhaps more than many. 
The great majority of these men are ready to go, 
asking no favors, feeling more than a little ashamed 
of Senators and Representatives who seek to make 
political capital out of the deferment proposal. 

The country belongs to all of us; all have a duty 
to defend it. Some are too old, some physically 
incapacitated; some are essential in war production 
and the domestic economy. The Selective Service 
organization, with the advice of the General Staff, 
should have freedom of action on deferments. 

To set up a class of fathers and say they shall 
not be taken is an absurdity which the Senate 
committee would do well to throw out right now. 
Patriotism is not thus classified. *

T would seem unthinkable that any large | 


J portion of the Italian people should desire 

His blind- 
ness as a statesman has led his nation into 
such disaster, and the corruption of his 
party has been so thoroughly exposed that no 
Italian in his right mind would be expected 
to favor longer fascist rule. Yet there are 
signs, already multiplying rapidly, that this 
which seems incredible may, happen if the 
United Nations do not, immediately, make 
plain what the political ends are which they 
seek, 


Are the Allies fighting to preserve the 
throne of Savoy and the power of the mili- 
tary clique which Badoglio has gathered 
around it? To the shaken, poorly informed, 
perplexed Italian people that question must 
surely clamor for answer, The King, the 
Crown Prince, the Marshal-Premier have 
all taken refuge with the invading armies. 
They speak to the people of Italy from radio 
stations under United Nations control. 

As a military strategem, this appearance 
of the British and American forces as tem- 
porary champions of a restored house of 
Savoy may be defensible. But as a political 
policy, as a means of winning the confidence 
and support of the democratic elements 
among the Italian people, it is likely to lead 
to endless misunderstanding. \ 


Italian Democrats Speak. 


During the past few weeks, ever since the 
fall of Mussolini, America has been listen- 
ing to advice from outstanding Italian dem- 
ocrats, refugees in this country from fas- 
cism, concerning the future policy of the 
United Nations in their homeland. These 
distinguished Italians, whose experience and 
whose sufferings have given them a right 
to be heard, have displayed striking una- 
nimity on one point—there must be no com- 
promise with the house of Savoy. Gaetano 
Salvemini, George La Piana, G. A. Borgese 
—all have been as one as to this, 

Latest to speak is Arturo Toscanini. In 
the first article he has ever written for 
publication, the’ great maestro says in the 
cugrent issue of Life: 


“They (the Italian people) would like to 
say: People of America, we are not your 
enemies and never have been your enemies 
in the past..,. Only the King of Italy and 
his bootlicker, Badoglio, both despicable 
men, are your enemies and want to carry 
on this war. ... They cannot be dissociated

CONVERSATIONS WITH \RUSSIA 


N the conversations now in 
] progress with Russia the ques- 

tion which underlies all others 
is the settlement with Germany. 

If we can reach an agreement on 
this, all the other issues, not only 
in Europe but in East Asia and the 
Pacific, must and will yield to 
diplomacy. For an agreement by 
Britain and America with Russia 
on the future of Germany is the 
cardinal agreement which will ex- 
clude the possibility of another 
great war for a long time to come. 
Then and only then will there be 
the prospect of peace. 

The failure to reach such an 
agreement would make the post- 
War era one of preparation and 
maneuver for another great war. 

a . * 

There appears to be a radical 
difference of opinion between the 
Russians and ourselves. They have 
sponsored the idea of a negotiated 
peace with a “free German” gov- 
ernment whereas we stand for un- 
conditiohal surrender followed by 
the military government of Ger- 
many. 

But there is good reason to think 
that these are two partial, incom- 
plete views of the same problem, 
arising out of the fact that Stalin, 
Churchill and Roosevelt have been 
recently so preoccupied with the 
conduct of war that none has been 
able to explore thoroughly, much 
less all three of them together, the 
real problems of a settlement. So 
while they have organized the war 
with great professional thorough- 
ness, they have thus far improvised 
in their spare moments on the 
longer-ranged political issues. 

It is, however, clear that with 
the militray situation in hand, the 
time has come for serious atten- 
tion to the diplomatic. 


+ * * 
Both Beg the Question. 

T can be shown, I think, that 

both the Free Germany pro- 

posal from Moscow and the un- 
conditional surrender formula from 
Casablanca beg the question. 

Thus we may ask the Russians 
what guarantees they intend to 
take that a free German Govern- 
ment will not be a democratic 
facade behind which the military 
caste, the Nazi Party, the Pan- 
Germans, the secret police, con- 
spire, as they did during the Wei- 
mar Republic, for the revival of 
German military power 15 or 20 
years hence. 

The Russians, on the other hand, 
may ask us how we propose to 
end the military government we 
mean to set up, and how we pro- 
pose to find a German govern- 
ment which we can rely upon 
when our troops are withdrawn. 

s 7 s 

A thorough search for an answer 
to these two difficult questions 
must bring us to a common 
ground. The Russians are bound 
to seek military guarantees which 
make it certain that a democratic 
German Government cannot be 
undermined by an ‘underground 
militarist conspiracy and propa- 
ganda. For a free Germany can 
remain free and hope to become 
strong and reliable only if it is 
certain that, for at least a genera- 
tion, it cannot be subverted. 

We, on the other hand, are 


bound to seek the constituent ele- 
ments of a free‘and reliable Ger- 
many within the framework of our 
military guaranteés. We do not 
wish to be bothered forever with 
the government of Germany, and 
we could not be even if we now 
thought so.

What are adequate guaranties? 
In the last analysis they are the 
firmly agreed conviction in Russia, 
Britain and America that they will 
unite in enforcing a treaty of peace 
which forbids the reconstitytion of 
German militarism. 

If the three great powers write 
such a treaty of peace and if we 
and all. the other United Nations 
ratify it, we ghall have, I submit, 
the one military commitment nec- 
essary tg establish peace in the 
Western world. Upon that foun- 
dation we can erect a larger asso- 
ciation for the settlement of sec- 
ondary disputes, for the develop- 
ment of international law and the

The Paramount Issue. 

E must fix it in our minds 
W that the paramount issue is 

whether we unite in order to 
make certain that Germany does 
not make a third bid for world 
domination. If we do unité on this 


‘isgue, we shall all have the reality 


of the alliances we need for our 
security and the assurance of 
peace that must be had before any 
larger and looser association can 
be set up. For the larger associa- 
tion cannot prevent war; it can 
flourish only if great wars have al- 
ready been rendered impossible. 

If we do not unite with the Rus- 
sians on the German question, 
then Germany is bound to return 
to militarism. For our faflure to 
agree will mean one terrible and 
momentous thing: that we shall 
bid against each other in the post- 
war era for the military support 
of Germany. It would mean that 
either the Russians or the British 
and ourselves will favor the re- 
vival of the German military power 
in the disastrous attempt to win 
the new Germany away from each 
other. . 

That would be the absolutely 
certain prelude to a third world 
war. We should then have squan- 
dered our victory, and the only 
possible gainers would be those 
Germans who will dream of re- 
venge and will plot for another 
chance at the domination of the 
world.

32,000 POUNDS OF DISCARDED 
SILK HOSE COLLECTED HERE 


The collection of discarded silk 
and nylon stockings, has amount- 
ed to 32,000 pounds in the St. 
Louis area, C. Douglas Smiley Jr; 
general salvage chairman for the 
St. Louis area, announced today. 


The campaign will end next 
Thursday, Smiley said, because it 
is apparent that almost all old silk 
and nylon stockings have been | 
turned in. “Our collections have 
been falling off rapidly since July,” 
he said. 

A total of 46,000,000 pairs or 
2,300,000 pounds has been received 
by the Defense Supply Corporation 
as the result of the drive which 
began Nov. 16, 1942, and the yield 
was described by Washington offi- 
cers of the War Department Board 
as “magnificent, beyond expecta- 
tions,” Smiley said. The silk was 
used in manufacture of powder 
bags for the Navy's big guns and 
the nylon for parachutes and 
glider tow ropes. °

Writer Dead

FLINOR GLYN DIES: 
WROTE ‘THREE WEEKS? 


English Novelist, Author Also 
of ‘It,’ Once Lived in 
Hollywood. 


LONDON, Sept. 23 (AP).—Elinor 
Glyn, novelist, died early today 
at the age of 78, after an illness 
of several weeks. Mrs. Glyn, who 
would have been 79 on Oct. 17, 
established her popularity in 1907 
with the novel “Three Weeks,” 
and 20 years later wrote “It,” 
which gave the flapper era a new 
mame for sex appeal. She was 
credited’ with skyrocketing: Clara 
Bow of the silent films to fame 
as the “it” girl. 

Mrs. Glyn, who in private life 
was the widow of Clayton Glyn, 
English traveler of means, always 
indjgnantly denied charges that 
she exalted sex appeal in women 
in her books. 

' “People are in the habit of say- 
ing my books are shocking, but 
they are not,” she once said. “They 
are just love stories.” 

“Modern, sex novels,” she con- 
tinued, “are disgusting, for they 
are physiological studies of dis- 
eased minds.” 

At the height of public flurry 
over the publication of “It,” she 
told an interviewer in London 
what she meant by the word. 

“Cats have ‘it,’” she said. “Dogs 
haven't got ‘it.’ I never met Mus- 
solini (then Italian dictator), but 
I think he has ‘it.’” 

She said. the Duke of Windsor, 
then Prince of Wales, was “it” 
personified. 

“It has nothing to do with sex 
appeal,” she maintained, “It is a 
gift from the gods. I have met 
only a few dozen men who have 
‘it,, and only one woman, Greta 
Garbo. ‘It’ is something that can- 
not be defined. . . . I can watch 
a parade going down the street, 
and if there is one man there who 
has ‘it,’ I will know the minute 
I see him.” 

Several of her works were made 
into motion pictures in England 
and Hollywood. She lived in Hol- 
lywood from 1922 to 1927. She 
was born in Jersey, 1n the Channel 
Islands, in 1865. In 1892 she mar- 
ried Glyn. Her red hair, green 
eyes and vivacity made her a 
popular personage. She main- 
tained her sprightliness through 
the years and claimed’ she had 
acquired the secret of perpetual 
youth. 

They had two daughters, Juliet, 
who married Sir Rhys Williams, 
a member of Parliament from 
Wales, and Margot, wife of Sir 
Edward Davson. Glyn died in 1915.

RARE DOVE ORCHIDS 
PUT ON DISPLAY 
AT SHAW’S GARDEN 


Largest Such Exhibition in 
World—Collection Started 
in 1926. 


An exhibition of rare white dove 
orchids, representing the largest 
display in the world, has opened 
in the orchid alcove at Shaw’s 


Garden and will remain in full 
bloom for about three weeks. 

Twenty-five plants, some of them 
containing 12 flowers, are on view 
and will be replenished by others 
from time to time. Largest pre- 
vious display was two plants but 
intensive cultivation caused them 
to increase, About 25 other plants 
are in bud in the growing houses 
‘at Gray Summit. 

The blossoms are about two Inch- 
es in diameter with thick white 
petals. The center of each bloom 
has the appearance of a dove. The 
garden's collection was started in 
1926 when George H. Pring, su- 
perintendent, brought -back six 
plant#@ from the jungles of Panama. 
From this nucleus, 150 plants have 
been grown, thriving in the con- 
trolled heat of the greenhouses. 

Requests for the dove orchids 
have come to the garden from all 
over the world, George P. Moore, 
director of the Missouri Botanical 
Garden, ‘recently received word 
that a plant had reached the hotan- 
ical garden at Nigeria, in Africa, 
safely and in good condition.

MEXICO EXPECTED 
TO TAKE A BIG ROLE

and North and South Americans, 
will continue to believe that there 
is far more to Oumansky’s assign- 
ment than appears on the surface, 
until they are convincingly shown 
otherwise. 


Second in Population. 
Why is Mexico’s role in Latin 


20 million inhabitants, it is second 
only to Brazil in population; only 
Brazil and Argentina surpass it in 
area. Its resources and potential 
wealth are great. Its revolution 
has been in continuous perform- 
ance, at varying degrees of intens- 
ity, since 1910. Partly because of 
geographical proximity, partly be- 
cause of this sustained and signif- 
icant political movement, Washing- 
ton’s relations with Mexico are 
peculiarly important because, in 
spirit at least, they set the pace for 
United States treatment of the rest 
of the hemisphere. Avila Camacho 
pointedly told Congress on Sept. 1 
that relations between his country 
and the United States had never 
been better. 

If Mexico’s importance lacked 
hemispheric dimensions’ before 
Pearl Harbor, that deficiency was 
rapidly rectified when Foreign Min- 
ister Ezequiel Padilla took the lead 
at the Rio de Janeiro conference 
in January, 1942, in urging a unani- 
mous break with the Axis. Mexico 
gained stature at this meeting, def- 
initely at Argentina’s expense, Ob- 
servers are inclined to think that 
after this war leadership of the 
hemisphere below the Rio Grande 
will be shared by Brazil and Mexi- 
co, with Argentina, who has cov- 
eted that role so jealously, playing 
a lone game, at least for a while. 

Whether Mexico is up to the re- 
sponsibility and the opportunity 
is a question that only the future 
can decide. Whether it can build 
sufficient political prestige to off- 
set the absence of that standard 
prerequisite to leadership—trade— 
remains to be seen. Mexico’s trade 
with its southern neighbors can 
and will increase, but it won't be 
tremendous. 


Spoils System Politics. 

Politically, Mexico has some dis- 
tance to go. This government, 
which had no choice but a com- 
promising policy, to placate both 
left and right extremes after Car- 
denas’ six years, is still compro- 
mising. More quick fortunes than 
usual were made after the change 
of administrations in 1940. The 
morality of too many public offi- 
clals has failed to reach respect- 
able heights. 

This is an indictment by Mexi- 
cans themselves. The press, al- 
most daily, reports some public 
scandal, petty or prodigious, in- 
volving politicians. The tussle for 
political power is not a clear-cut 
struggle between the left and right 
but a pulling and hauling between 
the ins and the outs. The former, 
up to now, have won with monot- 
onous consistency. In the summer 
national elections for 140-odd seats 
in the Federal Chamber. of Depu- 
ties, not one truly independent 
candidate, either Communist or of 
the Catholic right, got in. The 
government party, which controls 
the elections, claimed complete tri- 
umph. 

Organized labor, which won 
strength under Cardenas, is still 
powerful. Vicente Lombardo To- 
ledano, who likes to think of him- 
self in terms of a “Latin-Amer- 
ican citizen,” not just a Mexican, 
envisions a giant Latin-American 
confederation of labor. He has 
started and heads just such an 
organization. He by no means 
speaks for all labor in the hemi- 
sphere, ‘nor’ even in Mexico, but 
is the only labor leader in the new 
world with any international fol- 
lowing, and so attention must be 
paid to him. His enemies charge 
he is an “agent of Moscow.” He 
freely espouses the Marxist phil- 
osophy, derisively denies any con- 
nection with the U. §. S. R. 
except for a deep admiration of 
the nation and its heroic fight, and 
says he is willing and ready to 
co-operate with “progressive” cap- 
ital, 


Accuses Catholics. 


Toledano alleges the Catholic 
Church is hungry for political 
power in Latin America and is 
using such weapons as Accion Na- 
ciona! and the Sinarquistas to 
gain its ends in Mexico. Accion 
Nacional, virtually the only real

These two Russian opefations 
represent, together, a vast double- 
envelopment movement, the pur- 
pose of which is to entrap all the) 
German forces in the eastward 
part of the salient. 

Here again, as in tie south, the 
German purpose now seems to be 
to get out without suffering heavy 
losses; and here again, the meas- 
ure of Russian success will be not 
altogether in territory reoccupied, 
but in German soldiers killed or 
captured, and in German war ma- 
terial destroyed or taken.

presses itself as favoring the crea- 
tion of appropriate international 
machinery with power adequate to 
establish and to maintain a just 
and lasting peace among the na- 
tions of the world, and as favoring 
participation by the United States 
therein through its constitutional 
processes.” 

This is a very clear statement 
of principal. It has the adwantage 
of simplicity, brevity and clarity. 

But it is inevitably so broad as to 
allow for a very wide latitude in 
its ultimate interpretation. The de- 
bate, in fact, showed that some of 
those who voted for it did so with 
their tongues in their cheeks or 
with spoken or unspoken reserva- 
tion as to how the resolution is 
actually to be implemented. 

Certainly there will be those who, 
should the administration seek to 
carry out the implications of the 
Fulbright resolution will say: 

“Yes, we were for that resolu- 
tion but this specific program is 
a violation, not a fulfillment of its 
terms.”

MIAMI, Fila., Sept. 23 (AP).— 
With the murder trial of Alfred 
de Marigny scheduled to begin in 
less than a month, two private in- 
vestigators planned to fly to Nas- 
sau today to “find the answer to 
certain questions” in connection 
with the killing of Sir Harry 
Oakes. 

Raymond C. Schindler and Prof.

“I was asked to discover who is 
guilty of the crime, even if the evi- 
dence points to the man under ar- 
rest,” he asserted. “I brought 
Keeler into the case to talk over 
several points on which I am not 
satisfied.”’ 

Keeler, who invented the lie de- 
tector and has written books on 
handwriting, said he would “ex- 
amine the physical evidence.” He 
did not know, ‘he declared, whether 
the ‘lie detector would be used in 
the investigation.

While some farmers may fear 
foreign competition, the advocates 
of foreign production say the 
United Nations Food Conference 
at Hot Springs last summer devel- 
oped proof that the world never 
has had enough food and the prob- 
lem essentially is not one of pro- 
duction but one of distribution.

Freedoms taken for granted by 
millions of Americans as part of 
their heritage are still denied to 
the Negro, Hastie declared, but as- 
serted that “today we can move to- 
ward freedom more rapidly than at 
any other time since the Civil 
War.” 

Residential Segregation. 

Federal sanction of residential 
segregation fosters “second-class 
citizenship” and must be ended in 
postwar period, and Federal aid to 
educational institutions must then 
be withdrawn if the schools prac- 
tice discrimination, he continued. 

Hastie, a Negro, resigned his post 
as civilian aid to Secretary of War 
Stimson in February in protest at 
at what he termed discrimination 
against Negroes in the training 
program of the Army Air Forces. 
With abolition of segregation in 
bombardment-aviation training, the 
situation had since greatly im- 
proved, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter.

Brown’s Letter to White. 

Brown made public a letter to 
White in which he said that “I, as 
an American citizen, find it im- 
possible to continue my work un- 
der the news policy as you have 
formulated it for C. B. 8. 

“That news policy, as enunciated 
by you, is not, as you suggest, in- 
tended to make C. B. S. reporters 
neutral passive spectators of this 
war, but to make them creatures 
of your own editorial opinion of 

_. what constitutes the news. 

“It ig no part of my desire or of 
my sense of duty to the American 
people as a reporter and analyzer 
of the news to forsake my honesty, | : 

. experience and judgment in order 
to become’ the propagandizer of 
your notion of what constitutes 
‘nonopinionated news.’” 

In his Aug. 25 broadcast, Brown 
criticised the . Roosevelt-Churchill 
Quebec conference as failing to 
“dramatize what we are fighting 
fer.” ‘ 

“As a matter of fact,” he said in 
that broadcast, “any reasonable 
average observer knows that a 
good deal of the enthusiasm for 
this war is evaporating into thin 
air.” 

Cc. B, 8. Explains Policy. 

In newspaper advertisements last 

* Monday, C. B. 8. explained its stand 
against the expression of editorial 
opinion by news commentators in 
these words: The advertisement 
said: 

“Actually freedom of speech on 
the radio would be menaced if a 
small group of men, some 30 or 40 
news analysts who have nation- 
wide audiences and have regular 
broadcasting periods in which to 
build loyal listeners, take advan- 
tage of their ‘preferred position’ 
and become pulpiteers. 

“To permit these men to preach 
their own views would be to cre- 
ate for C. B. S. news a superedi- 
torial page, instead of no editorial 
page at all. Then freedom of the 
air, within the genuine spirit of de- 
mocracy, would be merely a hollow 
phrase. There is no sense to the 
idea of erecting a barricade that 
will protect public opinion from 
one-sided assault and then drilling 
holes in that defense whereby men 
in our own employ are permitted 
just such assault.” 

White made public the memoran- 
dum in which he criticised. Brown 
for the Aug. 25 broadcast and out- 
lined requirement of C, B. S. for 
objective news reporting. 

“I expect you to conform to these 
policies,” the memorandum con- 
cluded. “If you find that it is im- 
possible for you to do so, then, of 
course, I will be glad to consider 
affording you relief from your con- 
tract with us.” 

Brown, now 36 years old, joined 
the C. B. S. staff in Rome in 1940,

“boner” which made necessary 
the only pennant play-off game 
in baseball history. 

On Sept. 23, 1908, the Cubs 
were playing the Giants. With 
two out and the score tied at 
1-1 in the ninth inning, McCor- 
mick was on third and Merkle 
on first. Bridwell singled over 
second and ran to first and 
McCormick scored. Merkle, 
however, following what had be- 
come a careless custom, ran for 
the clubhouse instead of for 
second base. 

Johnny Evers stood on sec- 
ond, calling for the bail and 
when it was returned to him, 
demanded that Umpire O’Day 
rule Merkle out. O’Day left the 
field, reserving his decision un- 
til the crowd had departed. 
Then he ruled that Merkle was 
out on a force play and that the 
McCormick run did not count. 
So the game ended in a tie. 
Had the Giants won that game, 
they would have won the pen- 
nant. In the play-off the Cubs 
won and therefore represented 
the National League in the 
World Series. .

Conditions of dwellings, sanitary 
facilities, rentals, race and age 
classification of occupants, and 
other statistical facts, are shown 
in the report for the region east 
of Grand boulevard, between 
Carondelet and Baden, and for a 
central and a northwestern area 
west of Grand, 


These facts will give the Hous- 
ing Authority, and other agencies 
ee Sr in city planning and re- 
construction, a basis for deciding 
between plans which have already 
been put forward from official and 
civic sources, and which represent 


at least two different schools of 
planning. 

One of these plans would con- 
template large-scale reconstruction 
in the blighted districts for the 
low-income grotips which now in- 
habit those areas. Another plan 
would be to re-condition the areas 
for the use of a more prosperous 
population, moving West End and 
suburban dwellers to the areas near 
the downtown center, while the 
removed slum-dwellers seek quar- 
ters in the West End and suburbs. 
A compromise or combination of 
ota plans would not be impossi- 

e. 

“The general purpose of the sur- 
vey,” Director Platt said in intro- 
ductory paragraphs, “was to deter- 
mine the need for rehousing fam- 
ilies living in sub-standard dwell- 
ing units in St. Louis, and to ob- 
tain sufficient basic information 
about the families whom the pro- 
gram of low-rent housing is in- 
tended to aid, so as to enable the 
St. Louis Housing Authority, in co- 
operation with the Federal Hous- 
ing Authority, to plan a program 
to meet their housing needs. 

“The survey was designed to ob- 
tain factual data pertaining to 
the number of families living in 
sub-standard ‘dwellings, the com- 
position and the size of such fam- 
ilies, the color or race, relief 
status, tenure, rent and cost of 
utilities, income and source of in- 
come, and place of employment 
with reference to place of resi- 
dence. 

“A comprehensive analysis of 
this data will serve as a basis for 
formulating the immediate and 
long-term low-rent housing pro- 
gram. This analysis will assist in 
reaching conclusions on a number 
of problems, such as the number 
ber of units to be provided, in- 
come groups to be r@ached, rent- 
als to be set, size of dwellings re- 
quired, and general location. 

“Many families having incomes 
either below or above the scope of 
the present housing program are 
living in sub-standard housing. 
Also, there are many thousands of 
single men and single women, and 
other non-family groups, such as 
two sisters, living in sub-standard 
dwelling units.

tion of poor housing. Excellent op- 
portunity is afforded for supple- 
mentary and concerted effort by 
private initiative to improve the 
homes of the several thousand 
families who are beyond the scope 
of the public housing program.” 
The need for reconstruction of 
the area east of Grand is shown 
by the survey’s finding that in 
this area, extending from Bates 
street, 5600 south to Carrie avenue, 
4400 north, 58 per cent of all dwell- 
ing units were found to be sub- 
standard, 42 per cent standard. 


Sub-standard, as the term is used 
in the Housing Authority’s classi- 
fication, means that a dewlling is 
unfit for use, or needs major re- 
pairs, or has no private indoor 
flush toilet, or no indoor private 
tub or shower bath, or no “in- 
stalled” heating facilities. 


Overcrowding Also Found. 


In addition, a dwelling unit is 
classed as “occupancy sub-stand- 
ard” if it is occupied by an aver- 
age of more than 1.5 persons per 
room. Of the dwellings classed as 
sub-standard,’ 75.3 per cent were 
physically sub-standard, 6.3 per 
cent were occupancy sub-standard, 
and 18.4 per cent were both phy- 
sically and occupancy sub-stand- 
ard. 

In the semiblighted areas west 
of Grand which were surveyed, 39 
per cent of the dwelling units were 
found to be sub-standard, and 61 
percent standard. hese western 
districts were between. Grand bou- 
levard and Euclid avenue, Laclede 
and Folsom avenues, and between 
Grand and Taylor, Enright and St. 
Louis avenues. The percentage of 
Negro inhabitants in those western 
areas was larger than in the re- 


gion east of Grand, being 52.3 per 
cent to 47.7 per cent white resi- 
dents. East of Grand, the Negro 
percentage was 23 per cent, to 77 
per cent of white residents. 


Monthly rentals for the east-of- 
Grand area were found to be be- 
tween $10 and $15 in 30 per cent 
of all cases; between $15 and $20 
in 20 per cent of all; below $10 in 
21 per cent; and above $20 in 29 
per cent of the cases. 


In the western tracts surveyed, 
20 per cent of the dwelling units 
had a rental of $10 to $15 a month; 
28 per cent between $15 and $20; 
over $20 in 47.5 per cent; and un- 
der $10 in 4.5 per cent. 

Other points treated by the sur- 
vey were age and sanitary facili- 
ties of dwellings, presence of room- 
ers in dwellings, distribution by 
age of occupants, number of per- 
sons per room, and inclusion or 
non-inclusion of furniture in rent. 

In the area east of Grand, room- 
ers were found in 4.3 per cent of 
the dwellings; 52.9 per cent of the 
dwellings had less than one toilet 
and one bath each; 29.4 per cent 
of the dwellings housed more than 
one person to a room; 65.7 per cent 
of occupants were between 20 and 
64 years old, and furniture was in- 
cluded in rent in 6 per cent of the 
houses. 

Some Built Nearly 60 Years Ago. 

Of 44,154 structures, both resi- 
dential and business, in the east- 
of-Grand area, 16,601 or 37.6 per 
cent were built before 1885; 23,682 
or 53.7 per cent were built between 
1885 and 1915, and 3871 or 8.7 per 
cent were built since 1915. In the 
western districts surveyed the per- 
centage of structures built before 
1885 was 88 per cent; between 
1885 and 1915, 83.9 per cent, and 


since 1915, 7.3 per cent. 

A classification of owner-occu- 
pied single family structures shows 
that, in the east-of-Grand area, of 
6790 such structures, 1953 or 28.8 
per cent were incumbered by mort- 
gages or land contracts. In the 


districts surveyed west of Grand, | 


the percentage of mortgages was 
larger, being 35.7 per cent, or 581 
of 1627 houses. 


Of 104,964 dwelling units east of 
Grand, 16,134 or 15.4 per cent were 
owner-occupied; 79,751 or 76 per 
cent were rented, and 9079 or 8.6 
per cent were vacant. In the two 
districts west of Grand, vacancies 
were in smaller proportion, 5.6 per 
cent; tenancies were 78 per cent, 
and owner-occupancy, 16.4 per cent. 
In considering these figures, as 
well as those pertaining to monthly 
rentals, it is to be remembered 
that the demand for dwellings of 
nearly all classes has increased 
since the figures were compiled. 

The sampling system was used 
in obtaining the final figures, but 
the sampling was not on a small 
percentage basis. “The average 
sampling ratio in all districts sur- 
veyed was 50 per cent,” the report 
says. 

Emphasis is placed in the report 
of the survey on “the fact that it 
did not include the entire city of 
St. Louis, but was confined to the 
older residential sections, the slum 
and blighted areas, and those areas 
which show indications bordering 
on blight. Therefore this report 
does not by any means reflect av- 
erage housing conditions through- 
out the city, nor can it be used as 
a basis for comparison with condi- 
tions in other cities.”

One tablespoon shortening, two 
pounds spareribs, salt, pepper, one 
cup water, one-half cup chili sauce, 
two tablespoons vinegar, two ta- 
blespoons prepared mustard, three- 
fourths teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, one-sixteenth teaspoon red 
pepper. 

Heat shortening in a skillet, Cut 
spareribs into serving pieces, place 
in skillet and brown on both sides. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
add one-half cup or half of the 
water, cover and simmer for one 
hour and 15 minutes; add the re- 
maining water as needed. Mean- 
while, mix the remaining ingre- 
diénts and spread half of the 
mixture over the ribs at the end 
of the first cooking period, cover 
and continue cooking for another 
30 minutes.

“West opened the club 10, dum- 
my covered with the jack, and 
East won with the king.

Declarer could have discarded a 
diamond, but was afraid that West 
might be able to ruff with a low 
trump and that the heart queen 
still would be outstanding in East's 
hand for a good trick. Moreover, 
since declarer now had at least 
one club trick in dummy which 
he always could use for a diamond 
discard, the best chance of mak- 
ing an overtrick was to ruff with 
the heart 10 and hope that West 
would be unable to top it. The 10 
spot, however, was overruffed by 
West with the queen, and a heart 
was returned. The ace, king, and 
jack of hearts were cashed, and 
declarer then led a low diamond 
to his ace. Next, he carefully 
cashed his own last trump, dis- 
carding a spade from dummy. 

“As will be seen, this play made 
matters uncomfortable for the de- 
fenders. A low spade now was led 
to the queen, the ace was cashed, 
and then the club queen provided 
a discard for South’s six of dia- 
monds. The club queen also gave 
West a severe headache. In order 
to play to this trick, he had to let 
go his spade stopper or his dia- 
mond king, either of which would 
be fatal. Since there was a chance 
that declarer did not have four 


_ spades, West naturally and correct- 


ly chose to let go a spade, but 
now declarer’s king and 10 of 
spades became perfectly good for 
the fulfilling tricks.” ' 

No comment is needed, except 
that declarer played perfectly and 
deserved his success.

HE baby is sitting on the

While it is usually babies who 
stuff foreign bodies in the ear, the 
practice is by no means confined 
to them. Some show-off starts to 
impress his girl at a party and 
before you know it he has a small 
button in his external auditory 
canal.

THE SITUATION is a serious 
one and requires a doctor to han- 
dle it. Clumsy efforts of parents 


or friends often result in simply 


pushing the foreign body further 
into the ear, getting it wedged 
and even perforating the 
One of the worst things to 


invader. In the case of a pea or 


bean or a seed the water simply 
makes the object swell up and get 
tighter stuck than ever. 


One ear 
specialist instills alcohol in such 


cases in order to shrink the vege- 
table matter. 


Even with the aid of an otoscope 


with which he can look in the ear 
and with a light see the whole sit- 
uation, a doctor may not be able 
to get out the foreign body imme- 
diately. 


It causes an inflammation

SOMETIMES no one is to blame 
but. by bad luck an insect crawls 
into the external ear and makes a 
nice, warm nest. Wood ticks com- 
monly are the offenders, the victim 
being a camper. It is good practice 
for the doctor to kill the insect 
first by instilling a drop or two 
of chloroform before starting re- 
moval because in the case of wood 
ticks, they hang on. That much 
chloroform will not injure or 
blister the ear drum. 

The complications of foreign 
bodies may be as serious as a bad 
ear infection. One extraordinary 
case is related of an eraser from 
the end of a lead pencil removed 


‘from the ear. One year later the 


ear started to discharge and finally 
a radical mastoidectomy was done 
and a fragment of the eraser re- 
moved. 

The lesson is the old one not to 
put anything smaller than your el- 
bow into your ear. Children have 
a natural predilection for stuffing 
things in the ear so they have to 


be ‘watched. .

GUADALCANAL. 
HERE is an island in the Pa- 
a cific which symbolizes for 
many people the type of living 
and working and, above all, the 
fighting our boys have done in this 
field of war. It is first associated 
with the Maripes and their feats 
and the achievements of the Army 
units which followed and support- 
ed them. When history is written, 
it will rank with the greatest and 
proudest battles and victories from 
the past. That island is Guadal- 
canal. 

On the island there is a ceme- 
tery and, as you look at the 
crosses row on row, you think of 
the women’s hearts buried here as 
well and are grateful for signs ev- 
erywhere that show the hoys are 
surrounded by affection. On their 
mess kits their buddies engrave in- 
scriptions, such as “a swell pal, a 
good guy, rest in peace.” Then 
they have made drawings which, 
with the rough tools at hand, rep- 
resent hours of work done so that 
the particular boy should He there 
with all the love and respect one 
could give him. 

I have seen many a boy hospi- 
talized because he went back for 
a buddy who was wounded. When 
you try to tell them of your ad- 
miration for their courage, they 
seem embarrassed. One boy said, 
“Shucks, you would do the same, 
wouldn’t you?” All you can say is, 
“I hope so.” 

On Guadalcanal many boys are 


not yet buried in that cemetery - 


and perhaps never will be, since the 
fighting was in swamps and jun- 
gles such as few of us at home 
know anything about. They were 
buried when the fighting was on 
and where they fell. ® grave 
was marked, but then the fight 


had to go forward. Though they 
still search constantly, they are 
not sure all‘the temporary graves 
can be found. Wherever they lie, 
however, is consecrated ground 
since they gave their lives so oth- 
ers might live in peace and free- 
dom. 

The natives of Guadalcanal com- 
pleted a week ago the chapel which 
stands near the graves and it is a 
labor of love.. The design of the 
matting on the sides and roof is 
intricate and beautiful. They have 
made candlesticks for the altar 
from young bamboo stalks, the 
cross carved of wood inlaid with 
mother of pear] is reversible, in or- 
der to be useable for Protestants 
or Catholics, since all faiths use 
this chapel. Many Jewish boys Hie 
side by side with those of other 
faiths. As you read what their 
buddies have written, it brings 
home forcibly that the important 
thing is neither your nationality 
nor the religion you professed, but 
how your faith translated itself in 
your life.

Someday grass will grow, palms 
will wave in the breeze and cast 
their shade over the white crosses 
and it will be peaceful here, I 
think, however, the real memorial 
to show the love we bore for those 
who lie here, must be built where 
we live by the way in which we 
make our lives count.

They may 
never have put it into words, but I 
think they wanted a world where 
no one is hungry or in want for the 
necessities of life as they saw 
them. 

I am sure they wanted freedom 
and opportunity, but I question 
whether for many of them the re- 
sults of opportunity would have 
been measured only by the success 
in acquiring this world’s goods. 
Too many soldiers have discovered 
that the things which bring them 
happiness cannot always be bought 
with money. Long ago a man told

me the big thing men got out of a 
war was the sense of shared com- 
radeship and loyalty to each other. 
Perhaps that is what we must de- 
velop at home to build the world 
for which our men are dying.
